It is true th at athlete's foot does 
not occur exclusively in athletes, 
and also th at it does not occur ex- 
| clusively on the feet. The hands, 
the arm -pits. the skin between the 
¡legs, (the crura), the face and neck 
are also likely to be places where it 
appears. If a person gets the fungus 
which causes it on the fingers, and 
especially under the nails, 
he 
is 
likely to transm it it by scratching to 
any part of the body. 
It goes by various nam es besides 
athlete's 
foot—ringworm, 
dhobie 
itch, jockey-strap itch and red flap. 
At the June meeting of the Amer­ 
ican Medical association it was a n ­ 
nounced th at it is greatly on the in- 
j crease in this country, and is one of 
i the three or four commonest diseases 
of the skin. 
It is caused by a microscopic veg­ 
etable fungus, entirely invisible to 
the naked eye. The nam e of the fun­ 
gus is trichophyton, although there 
are num erous related members of the 
same family. W hen it gets under 
j the skin it grows in the form of a 
fine, lacy network. In this way the 
fungus may infiltrate the skin very 
widely. It also goes into a resting, 
or spore, stage, which may rem ain 
quiescent and produce no eruption 
on the skin. W hen it gets out of the 
resting stage, activity in the skin 
may again be seen. This is w hat 
makes the disease so chronic and 
liable to recurrence. 
The fungus gets into 
the 
skin 
through sm all fissures, and devel­ 
ops best in warm, moist spots. Thus 
the skin between the toes is p ar­ 
ticularly likely to 
be 
affected. 
A 
great num ber of these infections are 
picked up in shower 
baths. 
The 
mechanism is easy 
to understand. 
Staying in a shower for some time 
the feet are constantly wet and m a­ 
cerated by the water. The 
water 
splashes on the floor of the bath and 
dislodges the fungus, 
which 
has 
i been reposited there from the feet 
of other people. On the soft m oist­ 
ened skin of the bather’s feet they 
find a good soil for their growth.

Motor Vehicle 
Code Changes 


Digest of the am endm ents to the 
m otor vehicle code as prepared by 
the Pennsylvania Motor Federation 
with which the New Castle Motor 
Club is affiliated, 
continued from 
yesterday, follow: 
SECTION 603—has been amended 
so as to provide th a t an unlicensed 
non-resident operator, not the own­ 
er of a m otor vehicle, registered in 
states or countries not requiring an 
operator’s license, may operate any 
motor vehicle properly registered in 
their home state or country on any 
highway within this Commonwealth 
without making application for or 
obtaining an operator’s license, upon 
condition th at they may be required 
at any time or place to prove law­ 
ful possession of such m otor vehicle 
and proper identity. 
For example, 
an Ohio resident can operate any 
Ohio registered motor vehicle upon 
the highways of this Commonwealth 
providing he has in his possession 
the registration or ownership card. 
This am endm ent is now in effect, 
etc. 
This section was also amended 
th at a non-resident operator of 
a 
commercial m otor vehicle transport­ 
ing property for compensation either 
regularly according to schedule or 
for a period exceeding thirty days 
in the calendar year would not have 
to apply for a Pennsylvania oper- 
eratorV license. 
This am endm ent 
coincides with the am endm ent to 
Section 409. 
This am endm ent is now in effect, 
etc. 
SECTION 608—was 
am endm ent 
giving the Secretary 
discretionary 
authority to require the special ex­ 
am ination by such agencies as the 
Secretaries may direct of any appli­ 
cant for a learner's perm it or oper­ 
ato r’s license or of any operator to 
determ ine 
incompetency, 
physical 
or m ental disability or disease or 
any other condition 
which 
m ight 
prevent such applicant from exer­ 
cising reasonable and ordinary con­ 
trol of 
a 
motor 
vehicle. 
This 
am endm ent gives the Secretary the 
authority to compel a person who 
has held an operator’s license for 
several years to undergo a special 
exam ination whenever the Secre­ 
tary deems it advisable. Heretofore, 
the Secretary did not have

authority. 
This am endm ent is now in effect, 
etc. 
SECTION 614—was amended so 
as to give the Secretary the right to 
revoke a person’s operating privilege

The .statement 
was made to dear up certain diffi­ 
culties that have arisen between 
distributors, dealers ,*ncl municipal 
authorities with respect to exemp- 
t ions. 
‘ Officers of some municipalities 
such as townships, boroughs 
and 
cities, as well as county authorities 
and those of school districts and 
similar political

of 
the State do not seem to fully un­ 
derstand the provisions of the pres­ 
ent liquid fuels law' in reference to 
lax exemption," Deputy Secretary 
Metzger said. 
"The law allows of no exemptions 
except to the United States Govern­ 
ment. Even the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania is now obliged to pay 
th e liquid furls tax. The law7 states 
very clearly that the tax is payable 
upon liquid fuels sold and delivered 
to or used by the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania 
and

herof, such as coun­ 
ties, cities, boroughs, towns, incor­ 
porated towns and townships.

exemption

The appeals court yesterday af­ 
firmed the conviction of Ralph P. 
Capone, brother of Scarface Al, who 
faces sentence himself next week. 
Ralph, “Bottles” as he was known, 
must serve three years in leaven- 
worth and pay a $10,000 fine. 
United States Attorney George E. 
Q. Johnson said the affirmation was 
important because it left not a sin­ 
gle proposition of law in the income 
tax fight cases that has not been 
upheld by the appellate court. 
On this one case, too. hangs the 
fate of Terry Druggan and Frankie 
Lake, once beer barons, who plead­ 
ed guilty, contingent on Capole’s 
appeal. 
Ralph Capone failed to file any 
income tax returns in 1922, 23, 24 
and 25 and in 1926 admitted he 
owed more than $5,000 in taxes, in­ 
terest and 
penalties. 
Instead of 
paying, however, he sought to com­ 
promise on a lower figure.

WASHINGTON, July 25.— Alien 
immigrants 
who 
e n t e r e d 
this 
country with intention of establish­ 
ing permanent residence in Penn­ 
sylvania fell off substantially dur­ 
ing the fiscal year ending June 30 
as compared with the previous year, 
according to an analysis of data 
made available by the Department 
of Labor. 
During the fiscal year ending June 
30, a total of 6,356 immigrant aliens 
entered the United States with ex­ 
pressed intention 
of 
establishing 
permanent residence in the Key­ 
stone State. 
This was a decline of 
60 per cent under the 15,906 who en­ 
tered the nation with such intentions 
during the previous year. 
The de­ 
crease in Pennsylvania was the same 
as that experienced by the country 
as a whole where the drop was also 
60 per cent during that period. 
A total of 241.700 alien immigrants 
entered the United States during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1930, as 
compared with only 97.139 w'ho en­ 
tered during the recently ended fis­ 
cal year of 1931.
